Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
Awarded 

On the morning of the 26th May, 1956, during the strike 
on the South F.astcm Railway, a train carrying loyal workers 
from Midnapore reached Aurora Halt station where it was 
held up by a crowd of strikers numbering about 600. The 
engine driver was assaulted but managed to escape; the Fire- 
man, however, was seized by the crowd and dragged from the 
engine and was in serious danger to his life when he was 
rescued by a police party headed by Shrl A. K. Mukharji. 
Shri Mukharji had rushed to the scene on receiving news 
of the disturbance and, though accompanied by only a small 
foice of seven policemen, he undauntedly went to the assis- 
tance of) the Fireman. In doing so he was severely hit 
by brickbats which laid open his scalp in several 

E laces causing profuse bleeding. In spite of this, however, 
c succeeded in bringing the Fireman to safety. On reaching 
the Police truck, he dropped down unconscious and was re- 
moved to hospital suffering from a concussion of the brain. 
Shri Mukhatji displayed resolute courage and a high sense of 
duty,
